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rour of Gods vengeance poſſeſſed all their ſoules, For ( as 
we ſaid before) hee was the miniſter of this heavenly voyce, 
that quenching #s it were, ſo great afireof miſchiefe in their 
mindes, they would ffeedily repent : left the impiery of 
Treaſon, ſpreading further,ſhould at length become lamenta- 
ble to their Countrey , and inthe end ſorrowfull, and dead- 
ly totbemſelues : for all things thag were diuinely, and wittily 
poken by him ( as though they had beene fitted by defti 
co the people of Norfolke)came to paſſe : And the Rebels fal. 
ling from one villagic to another, received at the laſt con= 
digne puniſhment for their ſo great furies, 

In the meane time, the Rebels ( of whom we ſpake before ) 
thirſting aſter the ,and fortunes of Great men, had filled 
all places with & theft. Being now ſatiate and glutted 
with che ſpoyles, they turned at length from the defire of the 
prey, to violence and cruelty ; going through all the Coun- 
try of Norfolke,threatning terrour andperilltoall that would 
not land on their part. And now the worſhipfull, and Gen- 
tlemen (in allplaces whitherſocuer their rage carryed them ) 
beingraken and brought inte the Caſtle, ir cauſcd ſuch a ge- 
ome all men ; that many forſaking houſe , and 


heritance, and changing their Left being perceiued in 
cheir flight & —_—— mightbe noe coped by ob- 
ſcure & and fearing all ity from the Enemy, 
hid them in Cauecs ofthe earth, and thicke woods. And 


many having horſe and cart, were conſtrayned to ſerue; and Great c14- 


if they had none, were c to get elſewhere. And ei. 
vnto theſe was commanded (that beftowing their labour and 
bearing their owne charges ) curry corne and 
vietuallto the Campe at Mouſhold. Ts whom, exceptthey 
preſencly obeyed, was threarned the deftruQion of their hou- 
ſes and helds, and violence to their wiues and children, More- 
perſons and Gentlemen ſceuerth 


ouer what worſhipfull 


tooke ( and they tooke many ) them they bound ſurely wit 
cords, as though in all yillanje they had exceeded Fw rg 
Many were deliveredto be kept in Norwich, and ſome com- 
micted to the priſon, commonly called the Guild Hall, others 
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to the Caſtle, Some ſhut vp in the Eatle of Surryes houſe, as 
theeues and felons: Yea heereunco it came, that if at any time 
they wanted money ( whichthey wanted oficn) they com» 
pelled che Mator of the City, out of the common treaſure, al- 
wayes to ſupply their neceflty, Whoſe importune demands, 
ifthe Maior had denied , without all doubr,they h:d cmptied 
the treaſury , and ſet the houſe on fire, and brought a miſera- 
ble plague and deftruion vpon allmens goods. Ai d ſurely 
they oftenertred wicked counſell for the rifling of the C1. 
7 ; and the thing had beene dorie vndoubredly , if by the in- 

uſtry and diligence of the Major, they had not beene al- 
wayes put by their hope, and indevour . Notwithſtanding 
many Guanes, and muc A— ioftruments of warte, 
whatſocuer could bee found in the City , they rooke ard car- 
ryed away (fearing left any thing might happen heereafter 
pt any rime againſt them) and carryed them into the Campe, 
charging moreouer all the Citizens, they ſhould bee ready ar 
thefirſt call co defend and helpe them, if neede require; Cry- 
ing our, that they were the Kings friends, and being vniuftly 
oppreſſed, had taken vpon them the defence of the Lawes,and 
ofthe Kings Maieſty, And not contented with this, they abu. 
ſed the Kings name to ſerue their villanie, and wretchedneſſe, 
Moreover there were certaine Commiſſions ſent from the 
Kings Maieſty, giving authority vnto divers worſhipfu'l , and 
Gentlemen, whoſe names were infertedin the Conmiſſions, 
with commandement carefolly ro prevent the _ that 
mighrtinſue tothe Common-wealth,and ro —_ that theſe 
fturres and commotions might be repreſſed in the beginning. 
When they hid gotten chelclowers, putting out the names of 
the men of Worſhip, they cauſedtheir owne names to be writ» 
ten in, and pulling off rhe Kings Seales , ſet them to forged 
Commiſſions of their owne, and ſetting them vp in open pla- 
ces, abuſed the ignorant people that knewnot this great de= 
ceite. And now they were come to ſuch rage and madnefſe, as 
the fury and force of ſo great tumvults, could not be reſtrained 
neither by the gouernours, nor yer by Ketr bimſelfe, che arch 
and chiefe Rebel, 


Morecouer, 
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More-uer, they held th:m for enemies (nog onely) which 
refuſed to joyne with them in their vii Janies, but may good 
Citizens ( whichto ſauerthemſelues fled out of the City, wich 
their wives and children)chey accounted enemies: Who being 
driven out of their houſrs, through the feare of fo great dan- 
ger( when O_ remaine no longer any where ) wande- 
red heete and there, ſeparated and«1fperſed, by the meanes of 
this generall rage and violence: And with exceedinglamentz. 
tion, and many teares bewayled the iniquity of thoſe times, & 
the miſerable condition of their Countrey, Moreouer, they 
threaten the City with fire and burning, inſomuch as they 
whichremainedinit , looked for nothing elſe bur the over- 
throw andruine of all things. Ia the Campe was an horrible 
znd lamentablec fateofchings; for when there met together a 

reat multitude of theeues and bankrouts, from all parts of 
England , Whomethe hope of prey, and delice of eaſe called 
from their daily labour, and tilling of the ground : ſuch mon- 
ſters of miſchicfe were conceived , and ſuch ynlawfull luſts in 
all kinde of daliance, that my tongue abhorreth, and is aſha» 
med totell, 

This alſo is moſt evident, that as they had brought aa yn- 
ſpeakeable waſte, and deſolation vpon all fields and houſes on 
every fide , ſo wharſocuer was brought into the Campe, was 
quickly ſpent in molt glutronous manner, ſurfetting and re- 
yelling : Ioſomuch. as it ſeemerth almoſt incredible, how To 
much prouifion could be deuoured in ſo ſhort atime, For be. 
fides Swannes,Geeſe, Hennes, Ducks, and all kind of fowles 
without number, about three thouſand Bullocks, and ewenty 
thouſand Sheepe, were royotouſly ſpentin the Campe within 
few dayes. Beſides paled parkes,and hedged ( wherein Deere 
were kept ) were pulled downe and laide open , and what 
Deere ſoeuer they could any way come by,cthem they folent- 
ly cooke and carried away, Nothing was ſhut vp to their 
lufi, noregard had of future times, no foreſight of the cuils 
that might coſue, no meaſure of wickednefle and waſting, bur 

laces were ouerthrowne and eampricd in a miſcrable ſort, 


all 
ws ſuch a lavghter was made of Sheepe, and oxher carte!l 
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euery where, 2s they ſold a Wether for a grot,the head 
and purrenance ,as contemptible and vile meat , were caſt a- 
way, becauſethere was none inthe aboundance of more dain- 
ties that would cate them. What ſhould I remember the ſpoy. 
ling of Groves and Woods, which were almoſt viterly rooted 
vp, and cut downe by the groundfall which, as much as could 
be cut,they burned, or which is more vile, they conſumed in 
building their dennes and Moreouer,there is added 
rorhisforerrible licegciouſnefſe (the companion for the moſt 
part of ſuch praQices) cruelty, For theſe beaſts, and of 
all people, the vileſt, laide chaines ypon the moſt honeſt 
and harmelefſe men, and manicles and feiters vypon many, 
wherewith they coupled chem, ewo and two together, and 
made them indure long the moſt bitter torture, and butchery 
of the Gaole, "_ 

Moreouer, ne eo , and catrance 
into the omg ag that how ſhould iffue out, and com- 
Mn went out 
of b a great company Countrymen were 
gathered <a were appointed to watch and ward 


in certaine men were for by the Confta- 
bles, to the ſari of their » inſforuch as many ho- 
neft men, conſuming their ſtocks in ſo and waſtfull ex- 


pgnces, became vicerly impoueriſhed for ever. And the he- 
red conceived againtt all in that, moſt cruelly they 
vi:rered vpon thoſe that chey coul@#come by, 

There was at that time one a man of great courage, 
bur not fauoured of the people) he being led cowards the City 
to the Caftle, bound with cords as a thiefe, s great companie 
of Rebels went round about him to defend him, leſt hee 
ſhould have beene ſlaine in the way by the voruly multitude. 
Bur neither his goad behaviour rowards them , nor honeſt 
promiſe, neither the diligent care of the Rebels appointedto 
_—_ him, were ſufficientro defend him, who eſcaped hard- 
y that he' was not murthered : for many acterpred his death 
and fpoile, his body alſo in many places was ſtabbed in with 
the points of their Speares, and Pikes, 


Moreover, 
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Moreover, it hapaed about the time that this was dene,chat 
the Rebels were going towards che Ciry,& haling one of Mol- 
ton as priſoner, againſt whom burned with moſt cruel} 
barred; becauſe he was alwayes a {ubcill fellow, and « man 
ſet to ſale for mony (for he was a Lawyer) and 3s men thought 
of a reuenging minde , and one that vied to raiſe yp Spirns, 
with fearctull ignes, & ſuperſtitious wonders. While therefore 
(asis ſaid before) rhis man of Molton was drawne out of a 
wood (by the bewrayingof  certaine women) where he had

deuiſed by theſe Robbers. For certaine of them ( as 
if chey bad committed ſome notable villaaic)were ſummoned 
before the company of theſe deſperace Perſons, as vnto iudge- 
ment zand being ſer before the Oke,as at the Barre, werecom- x,,, ;r;,y 
pelled to pleade their cauſe our of chaines : and when the ig- of priſoners. 
nocant and rude multitude were asked what they would haue 
done with them ; all as with one mouth out : Let them 
joe ha Sr es. > And when the Gentlemen in- 

ired againe of them , why they ſhould vic ſuch cruell ſpee- 

ially agaioſt them whom they knew not , and were 
ofno crime : they fiercely anſwered; Such wordes ofo- { xebe!s 


were vicd towards them , and therefore they would = reaſon. 
e 
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the ſame againe to them ; ard had nothing elſe to obieR, 
Though there were others that gaue this a reaſon of their cruel 
ſentence, that they were Gentlemen, and therefore to be ta- 
ken out of the way: forthey knew well,if once they might ger 
the ViRorie , they ſhould indure at their hands all kinde of 
torment, and crucley, And thereſore it were better their lives 
ſhould bee taken away, whom now they had in bands (fo 
ſhould they enioy their eaſe , and ſecurity ) then to give vnto 
them the vie thereof, (if ivwere but one houre) of whom anon 
afterthey might be (laine as ſheepe. So enuyed , at this time, 
and hated, was the name ofaman of Worſhip, or Gentleman, 
as the baſeſt of the people, burning with more then hoſtile ha- 
ered, defired roextinguifh, and ytrerly cut off, not only the 
Gentry themſelues, but if is were poſſible, allche off-ſpriog 
and of them, 

In this ſort, when OE Rocmiolnemiat 
was ſhaken and beaten with the bloudy tempeſts of theſe 
dangerous tumults, and now almoſt cwenty dayes had paſſed 
from the beginning , and nothing in the meane ſcaſon any 
where done, but waſting, burning robbiog, and all things nor 
only miſerable ro behold, bur horrible and fearefull to beare: 
ſo great gricfe had now poſſeſſed all good men, «nd eſpecially 
the Citizens of Norwich: as at the fight of this lameotable 
face of their Countrey, they were almoſt, with continuall ſor- 
rew,andteares,conſumed.To refiſt ſo great an inconuenicnce 
they could nor, by reaſon of ſo great mulritude of deſperate 
perſons which now were gathered together from all parts, into 
the Campe. And that which is more, to take vp Armes with- 
out the commandement of the King , was forbidden by Law, 
2s is aforeſaid. And becauſe nothing as yet was heard from 
the Kings Councell, fearing dai'y the deſtruions, and fire- 
ing ofthe City, all hope of ſafery for the moſt part being taken 
away,2nd being deflitute of all counſell, they remaine within 
the wallesof the City. 

There was at that time by chance at London, one Leonard 


at London. Sutterton, a Citizen of Norwich, which fled thither for the 


ſafery of his life, as out of the common flame, and burning. 
The 
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The Kings Councell fent for him, to enquire and finde out all 
the purpoſes and intents of the Rebels, Sutterton declareth 
that which be knoweth : namely,that a great multitude of vn. 
godly perſons were gathered together, as mighty waters, that 

brought calamity and a lamentable plague. ypon all 
places where gbey came, That the number increafſeth every 
day, that no villanie can be thought of, which they haue not 
determined, that the beſt men are laid holdoff, and led away 
bound with chaines, houſes rifled, fie|ds-waſted, Woods burng 
and cur downe, all kind of beaſts killed , throughrage and fu- 
iy nothing left any where ——— apa__—n frenzic 
all chings conſumed. Alſo deftrution hang ouer 
the City, exceptit bee very ſpeedily prevented. Notwichſtan- 
ding he hep he heard ſecretly ſay, that there 
were many in the Campe, and in thoſe dennes of wretched

fireoke ſuch a frare and terrour in him, as the thing whic 
others could not obraine with intreaty and all perſwafion, he 
broughtto _- with threats and gravity of ſpeech, By whoſe 
wiſdome, the Maior having obtained his liberty, alchough he

an ys: his 2 Whercfoze , haviog liberty to goe all 
about in the Ciry, bis care and diligence was a preat comforr 
ro many of the Ciriacns afterward, againft thoſe evils which 
at that time oppreſſed the City.

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Codde the Maior ( who was,es weſaid before, moſt againf his 
will detaynedin the Campe) what commandements were im- 
poſed ypon the Cuty in the Kings name by the Marquefle of 
The Maiors Northampton, Hereunto ſpeedily anſwere from the Maior 
anſucre. was returned to the Herald : That never any ching happened 
more grieuous ynto him ol his life time,theo theſe cuils, which 
brought in of moſt ſeditious perſons, bauc almoſt ouer-turned 
with an implacable villany his Country and City of Norwich, 
flouriſhing before. That (aſmuch as by mans reaſon could be 
foreſcene) hee had vſed all diligence that theſe cumuls might 
have been reftrayncd at the begioning: yer could he not bring 
to that paſſe, by reaſon of the rage of the miſchiefes, where= 
with che mindes of all were holden intangled, That he had in» 
dured the terror of impriſonment, the perill of death , finally 
The Maio all extremity at their hands, and at this time was holden in the 
kepe by « Campe, with « guard of Sculdiers round about bim. Other- 
guard in wiſe he would come himſel'e without delay (as was meer) ro | 
the Campe. the Marqueſſe of Northampton, Nevertheleſle, that the Ciry 
might be kept the better in order, he bad given his authori 
of gouernement to AnugnſtineSteward,a yely carefull and wi 
man: leſt, in his abſence,the people through ignorance mighe 
fall away from their duty. That the City ſhould be at his com 
mandement, and himſclfe (if Kett would permit) would wil. 
lingly come out of the Campe and receiue him, and commir 
his owne, and the fate of che City to hisproteRion. This an- 
ſwere of the Maior was carryed with ſpeede by the Heraldto 
the Earle of Northampton, The Maiors Deputy, with the 
Sherifes, and a great multitude of Citizens following , went 
ntly into the Armic of Northampton, voto whom he de- 
the Sword ( which is a figne of the Kings Maieftics 
preſence,and ofhis Authority, and inthe chicle Cities of Eng- 
land is wont al wayes to bee carryed before the Maior) decla- 
ring as the Maior had done before, that hee could not come» 
himſelfe (which he moſt defired) bur that he and the chiefe of 
the City were come to deliver the City themſelues,and alltbae 
oy had, voto the faith, and authority of the King : they con- 
feſle there are many of the Citizens which could not be terri- 


fied; 
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fied: but that they would needes conſent to the Rebels : bue 
yerthe greateſt part of the befi Citizens doe remayne (till in 
their faith, and al'cgeance , and have not ioyned themſclues 
with the others, norin any reſpe& have conſpired againſt the 
K'ngs Maieftic: and that this part is ready, and willing to doe 
that which ſhall be inioyned x wn and moſt willing to recerue 
him and his Armieinto the City.

raged the hearts of the Citizens with good words, and promi. 
ſed he would have care of the City , and had good hope that 
cre long theſe great furies, wherewith now almoſt all things 
were ſer on fire, ſhould be ſupprefſed. When he had madean 
end of ſpeaking, he delivered the Sword to .Sombwel, who 
carryed the ſame bare-headed before the Marqueſſe into the 
Ciry, This honor by an old and ſolemne cuftome, is giuen al- 
wayes to the Kings Lieutenants. And comming in at Saint 
Stephens Gate , he yaue commandement that all the Cicizens 
ſhould come vnto him into the Market place. There the

of the night,the Rebe)s,as if they ſhould preſently breake into

the Market place, garded with his Nobles & Gentlemen that 
were with him. Afterward,the better to provide for the few- 
neſſe,aad ſellome retuine of the ſouldiers, and chat the Citie 
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might be the eafier defended,they tooke this Counſell,that all 
the Gates that were on the other fide of the City from the ene- 
my,and the breaches of the walles ſhould be blocked yp, ſup- 
poſing that ſo,neither the ſouldiers ſhould be wanting to de- 
tend the Walles, ifthe Forces were drawne to # neerer firaite, 
and the Enemy (without danger) might be driuen from ente« 
rance into che City. 

While matrers thus to bee ordered,and were a'moſt 
brought to #n end; The Rebels all at once,as a violent fireame, 
camerunning from their dens with confuſed cries, and beattly 


4 furefut howlings, and raninto the Citie, There ſome goe abour to ſer 
feht in the the Gates on fire,and to hew them downe : others clime vp

yponthe Walles, ſome ſ\wim through the Riuer; many convey 
themſelues into the Citie by the lower places,and breaches of 
"theold Walles, On the other fide,our men begin to praftiſe all 
meanes againſt them,and to rehſt with ll yiolence,and repul- 
ſed raliantly the _ on every fide, being already entred in- 
to the Cine, and manfully drive them backe (now comming, 
Md flocking chicher)and) with Pikes, Arrowes,Swords, 3nd 0. 
ther inftrymears of warre put themtoflight, and brought rhe 
matter to that paſſe, asthe force of their incurſions by little 
and little being broken,and cut off, Ar ſomewhat to 
wauer and doubt of the matter. But the fight was onboth 
fides, with moſt inflamed minds (cruell, fierce and bloudie) 
while theſe by force (if by any other way) poe about to con» 
vey themſelues into the Citie, and our men indevour to put 
them from all entrance, Therefore by the ſpace almoſt of three 
howers,they fought with moſt deadly hatred berweene them- 
felues, and thebartell was more fiercely in divers 
parts of the Citie,then aman would beleeve orthinke; cucn 
with ſo dangerous, anddolefull aneyent, as except the excee- 
ding defire of our men to fight, and the worthy valour of Pa» 
fhon Walgrane,and the reft ofthe Gentlemen, had remained in- 
uincible; chat night withour doubt, had been ynro vs all the 
moſt miſerable night that ever was. For the minds of the Re. 
bels were ſo ſer on fire, and incenſed, and the defre to fight fo 
exceeding, 2z,although they were fallen downe deadly _— 
eo, 
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ded,yer would they not give oucr, buthalfe dead, drowned in 
their ownegand mens bloud, cuento the laſt gaſpe,furi- 
ouſly withſtood our men. Yea,many alſo ftrooken thorow the 
with ſwords, and the ſynewes of their thighcs aud 
hammes cut aſunder (I cremble to rehearſe it) yer creeping 
on their knees, were mooucd with ſuch helliſh turie, as they 
wounded the buttocks andthighes of our ſouldiers, lying a- 
mongfh the ſlaine almoſt withour life, But our men perceiving 
at the length the force of the enemic to abate and weaken, 
' / ruſhed ypon them with ſuch violence, as they could no lon» 


ger abide the fight,nor Rand to rehiſt;but their forces being 0. 
vert beaten downe on every (ide, with a mightie 
Naughcer,they were chaced,and driuen out ofthe Citie, (for 
three hundred fell in that fight) and betooke themſclues a» ,  ,,, 
aine to their filthy dens and caues, The bartellended, few of [1.x is 
our men were found dead, but many wounded. And now at fight, 
the lat, being ſecure fromall praRices ofthe enemy,thereſt of 
that nigh chat remained(and there remained but little) they 
gavevnto theirreſt. ; 
In the Morning, affoone as it was day,certaine of the Citi- 
zens ſignified yntothe Earle of Northampton, that there were 
| many of the Rebels in Keres Campe, whole furic was greatly a- 
bated, and the heate of their rage quenched ; theſe eaſily, and 
without any great adoe,might bee perſwaded, that forſaking 
that curſed fellowſhip of deſperate perſons, they would ſuffer 
themſclues to be drawne to the remembrance oftheir duties, 
and more wholſome counſell; for they were wearie of the 
wickedneſſe they had committed : and chere were now 
abiding at Pockthorpe Gates, foure or five thouſand men, 
which waite for nothing elſe, and defire nothing more then 
peace and pardon, Which if now at the laſt might be offered 
vato them by him,they hoped that forthwith they would caſt 
off their weapons, -_ commit themſclues to the Kings fauor 
and mercie. 4 
| The Earle from this mefſage conceived ſingular ioy and 
| adnefle, *as one that had rather obraine an cafic and vn- 
loudie vitorie, then ( akhough they were Rebels, and

endeth the Herald preſently with a Trumpetter,commanding 
him co promiſe vpon the faith of rhe Kings Maicttie, thr all 
ſhall eſcape without puniſhment that wil Forſake their Armes, 
Theſe comming ſpeedily to Pockethorpe Gates, found none 
there notwithiianding : yet the Herald gave a fgne by a 
Trumpet. Where: at, hen they canic floc kirg ( trom the 
Campe)downe the bill; Hee beholding one F/orman, ofierce 
and c1uell fellow (for hee as principall c:me downe the hill) 
with a Joud voice, commanded himeo ſtand, Who demanding 
what the matter was,and why they drewthem to parlic by tbe 
ſound ofa Trumpet, The Herald anſwered: 


Oc thy way (ſaith hee) and declare vnto thy company frim

Hereunto Flotman (a5 heewasa man alwaies of a voluble 
tongue,and ready bynature to ſpeake reproch'ully ) is repor= 
ted to have aniwered arrogantly and threatningly. 


A S concerning the Earle of Northampion, he made novecke. 
ang of him,a man of nocourage, wor comn/cll, nor good (nc 
ceſſe,but deſpiſed,and morral.y hated bms as mmſar ous, light and 
vile,and alwaies landing mneed of other; helpe : firaly,one ftase 
ned with all dſlnraltie and filrbimeſſe of treaſon, Trey ( ſer their 
parts)had atwaies been earneſt defenders of the Kings afetic and 
digmuie,and of bis Progenitors,and would be ency of that mind to 
ſpend, for hu welfare,all their goods and fortunes, They had tab n 
eArmes not againſt the King, but fer thoſe things which they bo- 


ped ſhonld be bereafter for his, avid their welfare, Neither were 


they gmiltie im conſcrence, either of wichedneſſe conceined in heart 7 
or ſtained with treaſon ag ainft bis Maieſty. For what «lſc do they

But the Citizens 
loden and ouer-whelmed with ſo maoy evils, when all places 
were now filled with Enemies, w__ violence and murther, 
and all hoſtilitie, which is zccuſtomed to be done of Enemies The ciry in 
to Cities over-come, and all hope of redreſſe being raken a- « miſcrable 
way, fled out of the Citie. All mens hearts, for themoft part, «ſe. 
were ſmitten with ſo great feare,as many(through ſorrow and 
anguiſh) having their minds alienated fromthe regard of their 
goods, left their wiues and children, and all their poſſeſſions, 
11 the power of the Enemie. But many, when all mens condi 
rions were lamentable, followed euery man his owne 
and advice :for whatſocuer gold, filuer, plate, or good hou 
hold ſtuffe they poſſeſſed ; that they bid in Privies, Welles,and 
Pirs digged in the ground, Sorrow and lamentation occupied 
the Citic on —_—_— And the crying of Women and Chil.

The City therefore taken after this ſort,by the conſpirators, 
ſer on fire, ſpoyled and waſted, when deſolation occupicd all 
places yay fray (except the enemies) for they that remai- 
ned in the City, ſhutting their gates and doores, hid theruſelues 
inthe moſt ſecrer places of their houſes, The Maiors Deputy 
alone,as it weic reſeruedto behold the miſerable ſpeRacle of 
his Counties downefall, void of all aduicc and helpe, when he |

ton was hidden: when he anſwered, They were all departed, 
All of themtooke that anſwer, with great indignation and 
outcryes , moſt rumultuouſly ruſhing with all violence into 
his houſe, they ſearched !uriouſly all the corners thereof, At- 
terward turning to the prey , they depart loaden withthe 
ſpoyle,But may (being reſtrained partly by reaſon of money, 
and other things which they recciued of the Deputy: and part» 
'y by the ſpeechof a certaine perſon , which ſaid vnto ther, 
uch doings were intolerable; yea , theſt and villanie; by all 
kind of puniſhment ro be revenged and repreſſed) brought a- 
os their packes and burthens, which they had carryed away 
efore, and laide them inthe ſhops and warehouſes, Never- 
theleſſe many of che Citizens, into whoſe houſes the Rebels 
had entred , onely vader pretence of ſeeking the Earle of 
Northampton, were vtterly robbed of all that cuer they had. 
Chiefly they ſpoyled their houſes , which were gone out of 
the City, proclaiming them Rebels, and open enemies tothe 
Kings Maieſty ; and therefore their goods to bee confiſcate, 
Notwithſtanding , ſome of the Citizens tooke order , there 
ſhould be deliyered to the furious mulkicude, bread & drivke, 
and a'l kinde of vituall, whereby it came to paſſe, that the mi- 
ſerable and hungry people being pacified , they were ſome-, 
what ſtayed fromthe rage of ſpoyling. Neuertheleſſe, very 
rar.y ( vpon this ſodaine calamity) ſuſtained great loſſe and 
iniury ; aud were ſo overcharged wich ſuch great expenſes, that 
ever after while they liued(and many live at this day) in their 
houſhold 2faires, fared the worſe. In the meane ſeaſon, the 
remembrance of future times (as it ſeemed ) came into the 
mindes of che Rebels, Wherefore being now turned from vio» 
lence , they beginne tothiake of their owne ſafery: therefore 
commanded the Maiors Deputy,and the chiefe of the Ci- 3 
ty: that watch and ward ſhould be kept from houſe to houſe, 
Dy the Citizens cuery day at all the gates of the City, which 
if they ſhall refuſe ro doe, they threaten death and grieuous 
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Moreouer inthe Temple ( whichis fearefull co tell ) inthe 
Temple of the great God, the Rebels (as oft as it rained)placed 
the rents of their furies. And ſo farre grewtheir malapertneſſe, 
boldnefſe, and defire of oucrtorning of things : as neither the 
ſpeeches of the wiſe , nor the feare of Gods vengeance , nor 
therteares and lamentations of women, could remoue them 
from their villanies. For the women (when they ſaw the 
flaughter of harmeleſſe naked men) oft times offered them- 
ſclues in the ſtreers ; intreating them ro have compaſſion, vp- 
on their Countrey, yponthem,. their husbands and children, 
and remember that they were menthemſclues , begorten of 
men, and that they had revenged themſclues fi ficiently vpon 
thoſe, for whoſe cauſe they took vp Armes:that they would ar 
laſt caſt a bridle ypon their rage ; ſo ſhould they obraine with. 
out doubr peace and pardon, and all good things elſe of 
the Kings Maiefty : bur (as wee ſaide before ) neither threat- 
nings,nor the counſel! of the wiſe, nor flattering prayers, nor 
any thing elſe could reftraine them from ſo great rage of vil- 
lanie, vatill they had brought a miſerable deftrution ypon 
the Country , and drawne vpon themſelues at laſt, an ende 
worthy ſuch wickedneſſe, For the King, after hee vnderitood 
that his Maieſty was daily more and more de'piſcd, the com. 
pany of lewd perſons to increaſe, all _— confounded with 
this execrable and raging lr, the clemency of the King 
ſer at nought, and now no place Jeft for mercy, 1c ft medicines 
ro auailenothing at all, their mindes to be without cute, and 
infeted with deadly peftilence : Finally, all hope of recovery 
rtaken vererly away : but onely that which confifted in force, 
and ſcuerity of puniſhment, hee thought good to pur this firſt 
in execution. 

Wherfore in the Conpty of Lyncolne, & other ſhires of the 
Kings Kingdome,he commandeth, and appointeth a muſter, 
and preff: of Souldiers, Alfo a great number of Swyſſers to be 
ſent for, ſuppoſing ( astherbingrequired) that this wicked 
rout,and their followers, ought ts be yrterly taken away by 
the ſword.Otherwiſe,if it ſhould ſpread further, and infed the 
neighbour Countrey people, with the contagion ofthis villa« 

nie, 
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nie, it could very bardly be layed , when the heat of that in- 
I fe&ion had ſpred further, and fallen as it were, into the veynes 
#nd bowels of che Kin , and had incloſed all the parts 
thereof, with that deadly flame of difloyalty, -

till affaires : as it was thought the Rebels ſhould be ſuppre- 
ſed by him,or clſe ſurely pui to flight by none. 
Therefore theſe ſpeeches of the Kings preparation and 
| power being d:ſperſt abroade, ang entring the eares of the 
| common people , came at the lergth vato the hearing of the 
Campe.And whenthey vuderſtood of a ſurety that they were 
| muſtered, and a Captayne, Armour, Bands of men, and all 
| infirumenes for the terror of Warre,prouided againſt them to 
bee readie, and at hand :they beganne euery dayto fortifie The Rebels 
themſelues, and to looke about fag all things neceſſary , and /e:ife- 
torrayne themſelues, that they might bee the more ableto 
make reſiſtance. So farre was it from them, that either reaſon 
could mitigate their crueltic and boldnefle , or terror breake 
their ſtout mindes, 
Tothis end, when ſome of the Citizens obſcrued that many * 
things were done euery day more tumulcuouſly , fearing «ll Pl 
violence, ſlaughter, robberie, burning, and a lamentable 0- 
uer-throwing ofall things: Ar the lengrb(lefſt if they ſhould 2- 
bide in the Citie,they might be conſtrayned to be on the Re- 
bels ide) gathering all their goods together in heaps, aſmuch 
| as they could conveniently,and hiding them in the _ 
elſe by Maſons helpe,coucting them with lime and ftone,they © _—_— 
fledpriuily inthe night out of the Citie, Jy 
Earle of Warwick, after he had furniſhed himſelfe with 
| Souldicrs at home, and from beyond the Seas , with Mcney, 
| Weapons, and all things neceſſary for = Warres, _— 
2 om 
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from London, accompanyed with all his forces, 
There were in that Armie the Marqueſle of Northawpton, 
who of late had the Governement of the Warres agairft the 
_ Ambro/e and Robert Dudley, Warwicks ſonnes, W//. 
loughby Poyfs , Bray , and many other noble and famous Cap- 
taynes, belides of Knights, Eſquires, and Gentlemen : of the 
Swnſcrs, and of all kinde of common Souldiers, about foure- 
teene thouſand, When they came to Cambridge, ſome of the 
Aldermen of the Citie of Norwich, and other cf the Citizens 
met with Warwick at the Townes end. Which Citizens (as 
welſaid before)being afraid andaſtoriſhedat the fearefult and 
mad boldnefle of the Conſpirators , had fled the City, Theſe 
pale and forlorne,and falling vpon their knees,caft themſelues 
euery one at his feet, and with weeping, & lamentable voice, 
beganne earneſtly to intreat him , thathe would lay no grie- 
vous thing to their chatge; for they were innocent perſons, 
and guiltic of no crime. Yerthey beſought the mercy and fa- 
uour of the Prince: For they had verily conceived an incredi- 
ble griefe of this miſer:ble deſtruRtion, and ſpoile of their 
Cour trey, and had further incured all extremitic 2t the Rebels 
hands. In the endto prouige for their lives , they were con- 
lirayned to flye the City , ard with ſword and fire were caſt 
out, not only from the City , but from their wives and chil. 
dren, and all theirfriends, 1n ſo great miſery wherewith they 
were preſſed on eucry hde; they crave nothing elſe, but if in 
this common and exceeding feare, through ignorznce ant fol. 
ly, vawictingly they haue wrapped themſelves in any offerce, 
the ſame might nor be imputed yneo them, but vpontheirre.
